; theſeverall Meſſages between him and che Parliament, mentioned in this en- 


clofed paper printed to be read, | 
» : This was done wyth much bumming and applauſe of che Kings Mciſages, 
by -ſome]perſons who had'placed: themſelves neere about where the King 
Rood. But when any thing from the Parliament came to be read, with fo 
thuch hifſing-and reviling the Parliament, that though inreſpeRt and dury 
to the Kings perſon we could not reſent jt,as other wile we ſhould have done; 
yet have ſinceexpoſtulated,and complained of it to his Majeſty. Some were 
fo bold as to ſay openly, That the Paclament-men ſhould fer their houſes in 
order, for many of them ſhould ſhortly have ghrir heads off : One of which 
asfince weare credibly informed) was one Har, a firvant rooue Maſter 
William (rofts. Tn this which was: faid by the King; you will fee what reag 
ſon we had to yindicate our felves, ' and therefore we immediately repayred 
tf the Deanes houſe with all the other Gentlemen, and chere we took notice 
of the rough uſage we had received; Wetold them that it was neither indif- 
Erctio. nor-difobedience in us (as his Majeſly .was-pleaſed to call ir) to deli- 
yer. the Parliaments Meſſage, or roftay heke though commanded co the 
contrary ,fince we conceived no man needed to beſatisfied in fo cleare a caſe 
es this. : That every Member of each Houſe ought ro obey their commands, 
when they wereplcaſed to employ them. But ſince his Majefty thought fie 
to bid them take heed of us, noc knowing what doctrine of dilobedicnce we 
*$ight preach to them, under colour of obeying the Parliament ; we apppea- 
led cocvery man, whether we had in word or deed , in publick or in pri. 
yare, done any thing that became not honeft men , and perſons employed 
fromthe Parliament, That we had communicated our Inſtructions to his 
Majeſty, being that we would avow all our aQtions, and that we were con= 
fident it would nor be ſaid we had tranſgrefled them. This was very, well 
taken and juſtified by the Countrey.. Yeſterday there came divers thouſands 
ofÞrecholders tothis City,though none bar the Gentry werc ſummoned,bur

receiving a'\command from the King notto.cofne to. Court; theyforbore;and 
-ſtayed inthe 'Caftle: yatd, yeoſent this Periciva tncloſed ro his Majefty and. 
-receivedthe Anſwere annexed thereunto. There was likewiſcaCommirres 
of cwelye Gentlemen appointed yeſternight to conſider of drawingup-an 
Anſwer to the Kings propoſition concerninga Guard -but nothing could be 
then done, becauſe it waspaſt 3.4 clock,fbefore the Gentleman were admit» 
ted tothe King, This morning theFreetiolders aſſembled! again in:theCaftle 
yard, andtherethey-made this Proteſtation encloſed, of their rigtitof yoting 
in what concerneth the Peace ofthe country , as having their inteteſt therein. 
When we all met all this morning againe atthe Deans houſe, we who are 
your Commirtees received this Meflage by Sir Edward Srenhope, Thathee 
camefrom his Majefty :ro/ command us; that wee ſhoulddepart-from this 
meetiag atidif we did tay, his Majeſt y:would- judge us guilty of that: hes 
ſpake of yeſterday, which was, Tampering. Norwithftanding which Com. 
mand, we read thefourth Article6f our 1nftruions to the whole Compas 
ny,thar being pertiticutto'the buſineſſe wee were then upon-zand deſired 
therwtoconfider;whetherche: Parliament;had not: exprefied itherein- ſuch a 
care of the Kings fafety, that there would be lathe need of;;Gitards : Wee 
told them chat we had a good right of being there as Free: holders of the _ 
County, bur that in' obedience rothe King we world depart.farthigrime 
bit whenſoever there ſhould be eccafion of our being there, in purſuance of 
our Inftratonsand Commands from the Parliament, we ſhould be rea. 
dy. The whole Company received great fati>fiQtion , and gefired 
a Copy. of: that inſtruction ; which we gavethem. Wewere the more 
willing at that time to goe from thence, becauſe we ſhould not onely give 
obedicoce tothe Kings command, which otherwiſe he would have ſaid wee 
con}angly diſabeycd ; but becauſe the Committee of Twelve appointed ye- 
ſernight werethen to withdraw ; fo that there was nothing for che preſenc 
for usto do: We immediately went. tothe King,and beloughthimehat fince 
we werecontinually ſo diſcountenanced by him, in the face of our. Country, 
that he would be pleafed to let us know in particutar wherein we tradgiven 
the occaſion ; for we otherwiſe conceived we wetedepriyed of that Liberty, 
which was our duc in refpect of that Intereſt we had:here! His Majelby was 
pleaſed trotellus, that if we would lay afide that Cdadicion of Committees 
from the Parlizmenche would nor hinder us co bethere as Gentlemen of ghay. 
Countrey : We humbly replyed, That we cou!d nor lay chat downe,, nor 
could we be abſent from any meeting where our preſence was. required , for 
the ſervice as Committees from the Parliament :' T6 which his Llazcſty aid, , 
That indeed he,thought we could nor lay it down, neitherthatit Was reaſo- | 
nable we ſhould have.

 drawnupthis Anſwer encloſed, which they have commubicaced cothe Gen- 
- tlemen and Frecholders « The greater part of che Gendlearen , and all the 
Free-holders have agreed.co, and ſubſcribed it. The other fixe have conclu- 
ded upon this other Anſwer, conſenting to a guard of Horſe ; but this we do 
not heare they have gotten many.namesto, nor can we get a Copie of thoſe 
names 23 yet, though theſe be very few, yer whether they cag bring in any 
 Horſeorno, we cannot yet judge, The King hath received both theſe reſo- 
tutions, which with his Anſwers tothem you ſhall likewiſe haye here inclo- 
fed. His Majeſty had declared bimſelfe yeſterday, that he would raiſe that 
Regiment which was Sir Robere Serick/ands, for his foot guard : But he hath 
now laid afide that reſolution. The Free-holders of the County are now 
newly ſummoned to attend his Majeſty about a week bence, the three Ri- 
dings upon three ſeyerall dayes ; bur for what ſeryice we know nor.

miſiemeaned themſelves, hath commanded me to give you this anſwer, _ 
That he doth totally diſcover proceedings complained-in of the Petition, - 
apd expetts that you and all other his loyal Subje&s ſhalljreſt ſatisfied with 
his ſeverall Gracious Declaratioris and conſtant peaceable practice towards: 
his people tothe contraty , and for further afſuranceupon juſt proofe mage 
againtt any man who bath committed any violence in.. words - cx- 
actions (without juſt proyocation) full reparation (Hall be given to the par- 
' ries injured. As for the reſt of this Petition, his Majeſty faiththart it is fo,cone. 
fuſed thac he doth nat well know whart poſitive Anſwer togiveit *Andthe 
rather becaufe it is grounded upon miſinformatien, both of his Majelttes 
proceedings and intentions, as in particular, his Majeſty faith henever inten-- 
ded co have youto be j1dges betwixt him and his Parliament.
